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This story was shared by Andi’s family, and it is a great reminder that the research 


into understanding and eradicating pediatric cancer is always evolving. We can 
only make decisions with the knowledge we have at hand, and the fight to give our 
children the best care possible is at the heart of PCRF’s mission. 


This is not a story of sadness, 
loss, or misfortune. This is a story of 
hope, of love, and the sweetest little 
girl you will ever meet. | hope that, 
through Andi’s story, we all can find 
solace that things are progressing 
in the treatment and diagnosis of 
pediatric cancer. 

On Tuesday, March 29th at the 
Children’s Hospital of Orange County 
(CHOC), Andi had an ultrasound 
performed on her abdomen. Eventu- 
ally, this ultrasound and multiple 
subsequent tests would confirm that 
she had Stage 3 Neuroblastoma, and 
that the mass was the size of an adult 
fist and surrounded two major blood 
vessels. 

Nothing prepares you for 
that moment. Nothing prepares you 
for those words: “Your daughter has 
cancer.” It’s something you see in 
movies, but not something you think 
you would hear about your own kid. 

The Children’s Oncology 
Group sets the procedures in 
handling cancer in children, and 
these procedures are based on the 
classification and other factors. In 
Andi’s case, because the tumor was 
intermediate-risk, she would receive 
chemotherapy for about 6 months, 
and then surgery if it was determined 
that was possible. 

It was time to fight. Friends, 
family, and colleagues put us in touch 
with doctors from around the country, 
and did whatever they could to ensure 
we got the best care for Andi. We 
wanted more opinions. 
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Dr. Shimano at Children’s 
Hospital Los Angeles (CHLA) agreed 
with CHOC, except she classified the 
tumor as favorable, whereas CHOC 
said it was unfavorable. Research 
has shown that a favorable prognosis 
means the tumor will not respond to 
chemo and, in many cases, not do 
anything at all. So CHLA said no chemo 
and observe, while CHOC said chemo 
and surgery. When | asked that the 
two pathologists from both hospitals 
discuss the different prognoses, they 
both held their positions. 

This is where the Pediatric 
Cancer Research Foundation came 
in and supported us. Through them, | 
was introduced to Dr. Mitchell Cairo, 
a prominent pediatric oncologist. He 
had very good insight and gave us the 
courage to continue to seek out what 
was the right decision. 

All of the test results were 
sent to Memorial Sloan Kettering 
Cancer Center in NYC to get a third 
opinion, to confirm one of the initial 
two prognoses, and to determine if 
Dr. Michael LaQuaglia felt he could 
comfortably remove the tumor. We 
flew out with Andi on May 28th and 
scheduled the surgery for June 6th, in 
case they determined that was our best 
option. In short, Dr. LaQuaglia said that 
if Dr. Shimano determined the tumor 
was favorable and that we should just 
observe, then that is what he would 
do. According to Dr. LaQuaglia, Dr. 
Shimano was the pathologist who came 
up with the method of determining 
whether a tumor was favorable or 


unfavorable. In his exact words...”He 
wrote the bible for this”. 

We don't know if it’s because 
we were searching for a sign to point 
us in one direction, but this is what we 
needed. We decided at that moment 
to go with CHLA’s prognosis and to 
observe the tumor. 

Three years later, Andi’s tumor 
has shrunk on its own by almost 60%. 
Multiple scans have all come back clean, 
and we are now doing scans only once 
a year. Her tumor is still malignant, but 
should eventually turn into ganglioneu- 
roma, which is a benign tumor. She also 
participates in a study at CHLA, and 
because her tumor has reacted so well 
to no treatment, she is a focal point of 
the study. 

We were one day away from 
starting chemo when we got the news 
from CHLA on their prognosis. We 
were a week out from surgery before 
we reversed course. We are so very 
fortunate for all the support from PCRF, 
our friends and family, and anyone else 
that helped us in that trying time. 

| hope that by reading this 
story, you can see how important it is 
for families to have access to resources 
to get multiple opinions and research. It 
is important that charities like PCRF are 
able to help fund those efforts and assist 
wherever needed. Had we not gotten 
multiple opinions, Andi would have 
received chemo, to which her tumor 
most likely would not have responded. 
Cancer research has come a long way, 
but there is still a lot more that needs 
to be done.

INGREDIENTS 


cup graham cracker crumbs 
tablespoons sugar 
tablespoons butter, melted 


8 oz. packages cream 
cheese, room temperature 


cup sugar 

tablespoons flour 

eggs 

tablespoon vanilla extract 


aw Wr 
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cup sour cream 


DIRECTIONS 


1. 


Preheat oven to 350°. 


Stir together crumbs, sugar and butter. Pat mixture firmly on 
bottom of a 9 inch springform pan. Bake for 10 minutes and then 
let cool. 


Beat cream cheese at medium speed until creamy. Gradually 
add 1 cup sugar and the flour. Add vanilla and then eggs 1 ata 
time, beating after each addition. Stir in sour cream until just 
combined. You may see bits of sour cream not quite mixed in 
which is fine. 


Pour over cool crust. Bake for about 70 minutes or until toothpick 
inserted in center comes out clean. 


Gently run a knife around edge of pan to loosen sides but do not 
remove sides of pan. Cool completely on a wire rack then 
remove pan. Cover and chill at least 4 hours. 


Top with pie filling if desired.
